SNOW  SUCKS 

December  29,  1993 

5:00  pm  .  .  .  It's  starting  to  snow.  The  first  of  the  season  and  the  first  one  we've  seen  in  years.  The 
wife  and  I  took  our  hot  buttered  rums  and  sat  by  the  picture  window  watching  the  soft  flakes  drift 
down,  cHnging  to  the  trees  and  covering  the  ground.  It  was  beautiful!!! 

January  2,  1994 

We  awoke  to  a  lovely  blanket  of  crystal  white  snow  covering  the  landscape.  WTiat  a  fantastic  sight! 
Every  tree  and  shrub  covered  with  a  beautiful  white  mantle.  I  shoveled  snow  for  the  first  time  in 
years  and  loved  it.  I  did  both  our  driveway  and  sidewalk.  Later,  a  city  snowplow  came  along  and 
accidentally  covered  up  our  driveway  with  compacted  snow  from  the  street.  The  driver  smiled  and 
waved.  I  waved  back  and  shoveled  it  again. 

January  7,  1994 

It  snowed  an  additional  5  inches  last  night  and  the  temperature  has  dropped  to  around  1 1  degrees. 
Several  limbs  on  the  trees  and  shrubs  snapped  due  to  the  weight  of  the  snow.  I  shoveled  the 
driveway  again.  Shortly  afterwards  the  snowplow  came  and  did  his  trick  again.  Much  of  the  snow 
is  brownish-gi-ey. 

January  12,  1994 

Warmed  up  enough  during  the  day  to  create  some  slush  which  soon  became  ice  when  the  temp, 
dropped  again.  Bought  snow  tires  for  both  cars.  Fell  in  the  driveway.  $145  to  a  chiropractor,  but 
nothing  was  broken.  More  ice  and  snow  expected. 

January  17,  1994 

Still  cold.  Sold  the  wife's  car  and  bought  a  4x4  \n  order  to  get  her  to  work.  Slid  into  a  guardrail 
and  did  considerable  amount  of  damage  to  the  right  rear  quarter  panel.  Had  another  8  inches  of 
snow  last  night.  Both  vehicles  covered  in  salt  and  crud.  More  shoveling  in  store  for  me  today.  That 
snowplow  came  by  twice  today. 

January  21,  1994 

2  degrees  outside!  More  snow!  Not  a  tree  or  shrub  on  our  property  that  hasn't  been  damaged. 
Power  was  ofT  most  of  the  night.  Tried  to  keep  warm  with  candles  and  a  kerosene  heater  which 
tipped  over  and  nearly  burned  down  the  house.  I  managed  to  put  the  flames  out,  but  sulTiTed 
second  degree  burns  on  my  hands  and  lost  all  my  eyelashes  and  eyebrows.  Car  slid  on  the  ice  on 
the  way  to  the  emergency  room  and  was  totalled. 

January  2fi,  1994 

The  snow  continued.  Have  to  put  on  all  of  the  clothes  I  own  just  to  get  to  the  stupid  mailbox.  If  I 
ever  catch  the  idiot  who  drives  the  snowplow  I'll  chew  open  his  chest  and  rip  his  heart  out.  I  think 
he  hides  around  the  corner  and  waits  for  me  to  finish  shoveling  and  then  comes  down  the  street 
about  100  mph  and  buries  our  driveway  again!  Pow(>r  still  off  Toilet  froze  and  part  of  the  roof  has 
started  to  cave  in. 

January  28,  1994

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Blanton  Hall  was  built  in 
1980.  It  houses  close  to  600 
residents  and  is  the  largest 
housing  facility  on  campus. 
It  is  co-ed,  air  conditioned 
and  has  one  of  two  cafete- 
rias for  on  campus  residents. 
With  its  picturesque  balco- 
nies and  glass  elevators, 
residents  seem  to  flock  back 
year  after  year,  (probably 
because  it  takes  forever  to 
graduate  from  this  place). 


Bohn  Hall  was  built  in  1971.  Originally 
housing  only  women,  the  sixteen  story 
edifice  now  is  co-ed.  It  is  the  second 
largest  facility  on  campus  and  houses 
about  550  men  and  women. 
Ironically  enough,  the  people  who  live 
in  Bohn,  the  tallest  building  on  campus, 
are  the  ones  who  use  the  stairs  the  most 
often.  For  whatever  reason,  the  eleva- 
tors in  this  place  never  seem  to  work 
right. 
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The  apartments  at  Clove  are  a 
place  for  upperclassmen  and  up- 
perclasswomen.  It  is  a  place  free 
of  some  of  the  rules  of  the  resi- 
dence halls,  and  is  considered  a 
place  to  move  to  to  get  a  taste  of 
life  on  your  own.  Residents  seem 
to  move  here  to  get  away  from 
it  all,  including  classes. 
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Freeman  Hall  is  located  at  the 
southern  end  of  the  campus.  It  was 
built  in  1963  and  has  the  other  caf- 
eteria for  on  campus  residents.  Be- 
cause of  its  location,  the  people  of 
Freeman  often  feel  excluded  from 
campus  life  of  the  Bohn/Blanton 
Quad.  Then  again,  this  may  be  the 
reason  why  they  move  down  there. 
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The  men  of  Stone  have  come  into  the 
'90s  and  are  now  known  as  the  peo- 
ple of  Stone.  Yes,  as  of  '93,  women 
have  moved  into  Stone  Hall.  Not 
much  has  been  lost  though,  a  sense 
of  history  is  still  here.  Built  in  1958, 
it  is  the  oldest  used  residence  facil- 
ity on  campus;  and,  as  an  added  bo- 
nus, one  may  use  the  original  fur- 
niture too.

Webster  Hall  remains  the  only  all  girl  resi- 
dence hall  on  the  campus.  It  was  built  in 
1962,  and  houses  about  100  women.  Who- 
ever designed  the  building  though,  probably 
had  other  people  in  mind,  really  really  tall 
people. 
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ports:  men  and  women  sports  on  this  campus 
are  not  given  as  much  recognition  as  they  deserve. 
The  men  and  women  who  dedicate  their  time  and 
energies  to  this  school  deserve  much  credit.  With 
nationally  ranked  teams  in  Div.  Ill  of  the  NCAA; 
team  and  individual  champions  on  the  state  level; 
and  a  national  championship  brought  home  by  our 
baseball  team  last  year,  salutations  are  in  order  for 
all  the  athletes  of  the  school. 

Thanks  to  all  the  athletes  of  men's  and  women's 
soccer,  tennis,  basketball,  and  swimming  teams; 
wrestling,  track  and  field,  baseball,  softball,  la- 
crosse, golf,  cheerleading,  volleyball,  field  hockey, 
x-country,  and  football  teams  as  well. 
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rganizations:  What  exactly  is  meant  by  an 
"organization"?  Webster's  New  Collegiate  Diction- 
ary defines  an  organization  as  an  "administrative 
and  functional  structure."  However,  an  organiza- 
tion means  much  more  than  that  at  Montclair 
State.  At  Montclair  State,  an  organization  means 
commitment,  dedication,  and  friendship.  It  means 
staying  up  till  5  am  every  Tuesday  and  Wednesday 
night  during  the  semester  to  get  the  Montclarion 
out  on  time.  It  means  sitting  through  seven  hour 
long  SGA  meetings  to  fight  for  what  you  believe.  It 
means  working  all  summer  long  in  order  to  produce 
the  publication  you  now  hold  in  your  hands.  How- 
ever, an  organization  at  Montclair  State  also  pro- 
vides students  with  experience  in  a  variety  of  fields 
ranging  from  conservation  to  politics.  Joining  an 
organization  at  Montclair  State  also  means  work- 
ing with  all  types  of  people  and  making  friendships 
which  often  last  a  lifetime.  Face  it,  without  organ- 
izations at  Montclair  State,  this  school  would  be  a 
pretty  boring  place.

There  I  was,  late  one  Sunday 
night,  and  in  an  instant,  I  was  an  inse- 
cure thirteen  year  old  boy  watching  his 
favorite  tennis  player  playing  a  match 
on  a  rainy  Sunday  afternoon,  in  a  year 
long  since  gone  the  way  of  the  Dodo 
bird.  I  found  myself  rooting  Chris  on,  at 
least  in  my  mind.  Then,  the  point  end- 
ed, and  I  realized  that  I  was  not  watch- 
ing a   match,   rather,   I   was   watching 


some  old  footage  recovered  from  the 
NBC  sports  vault.  For  the  first  time  in 
my  (then)  twenty  two  years,  I  was  taken 
back  to  a  time  that  had  passed.  It  was 
one  of  the  strongest  feelings  I  have  ever 
known;  it  was  more  than  a  feeling,  it 
was  an  experience.  For  that  brief  peri- 
od of  the  duration  of  that  one  point,  I 
was  actually  taken  back,  and  in  my 
mind,  was  there  again. 

Merricu)2-Wehster  defines  nostalgia  as: 
a  wistful  or  excessively  sentimental, 
sometimes  abnormal  yearning  for  the 
return  to  or  of  some  past  period  or  ir- 
recoverable condition.  In  that  brief 
eternity  betw^een  me  watching  the 
point  and  me  realizing  it  was  newsreel 
footage,  I  felt  an  excitement  I  used  to 
feel  watching  Chris  Evert.  The  same  ex- 
citement any  sports  fan  may  feel  while 
watching  his  or  her  favorite  team  or 
player.  After  that  brief  externity  had 
ended  though,  and  reality  set  in,  I  came 
to  the  actualization  that  it  was  over, 
and  that  this  was  probably  the  last  time 
I  would  experience  that  childhood  ex- 
citement. For  an  instant,  I  wanted  to  re- 
turn to  that  time,  but  knew  I  never 
could.  The  whole  experience  had  lasted 
less  than  one  minute.  The  conversation 
was  still  going  on,  and  I  ignored  the  TV 
for  the  rest  of  the  evening.  That  was  the 
first  true  sense  of  nostalgia  that  I  have 
ever  experienced.  If  in  X  number  of 
years,  one  of  you  picks  up  this  book, 
and  experiences  the  same  feeling  I  just 
described,  then  I  will  know  that  1  have 
done  my  job. 

Putting  together  a  year  in  the  life  of 
fourteen  thousand  people  was  a  unitjue 
experience,  and  I  hope  we  have  done  it 
well.  Thanks  to  (ieorge,  Mary,  Christi- 
ne, and  the  rest  of  my  staff —  I'emember 
Dallas;  Stu,  Karen,  Abbe,  Chris,  Maria, 
Miss-hell,  Joe,  Al,  Arnaldo,  Cheryl,  Kob, 
and  the  rest  of  the  Res.
